Complaints  against  judges  and  justices  will  be 
investigated  by  a  Judicial  Conduct  Commission. 
Suggested  action  by  the  commission  will  be  re¬ 
viewed  and  implemented  as  deemed  appropriate  by 
the  supreme  court. 

Utahns  overwhelmingly  adopted  Proposition  4 
routing  some  of  the  money  from  the  sale  of- non- 
renewable  resources  —  such  as  coal,  natural  gas 
and  oil  —  from  an  operating  fund  to  the  State 
School  Fund. 

The  State  School  Fund  is  a  trust  fund  established 
as  a  permanent  source  of  revenue  for  public  educa¬ 
tion.  Money  in  the  fund  remains  there  permanently 
while  interest  from  the  fund  is  used  to  fund  publicly 
supported  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

The  interest  from  the  trust  fund,  which  will  be 
increased  by  the  added  funding,  will  be  applied 
toward  the  operating  fund,  known  as  the  Uniform- 
School  Fund. 

The  amendment,  which  will  become  effective  on 
July  1,  1987,  is  expected  to  incur  an  initial  loss  of 
revenue  offset  by  a  long  term  increase  in  interest 
revenue. 

Passage  of  Proposition  5  will  make  a  significant 
impact  on  the  state's  constitutional  laws  pertaining 
to  individual’s  rights  to  bear  arms. 

The  amendment  defines  the  right  to  bear  arms  as 
an  individual  right  and  not  a  right  of  society.  It  also 
allows  the  bearing  of  arms  for  security  and  defense 
purposes  which  purposes  are  defined  to  include 

self,  family,  others,  property  or  state  and  other 

lawfiil  purposes. 

Another  aspect  of  the  amendment  restricts  the 
power  of  the  Legislature  to  define  rather  than  reg¬ 
ulate  the  lawful  use  of  arms.

Education  tends  to  promote  political  awareness

The  more  education  people  have,  the  more  politi¬ 
cally  informed  they  may  be.  However,  there  is 
some  disagreement  by  Students  and  faculty  as  to 
whether  BY K  students  are  well-informed  about 
political  candidates  and  issues.

The  transition  India  must  make  be¬ 
tween  Indira  Gandhi's  militaristic 
regime  and  the  one  being  started  by 
her  son.  Rgjiv,  is  crucial,  according  to 
Michael  Stathis,  a  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Political  Science  at 
BYU. 

“Prime  Minister  Gandhi  could  not 
have  been  killed  at  a  more  important 

moment  in  Indian  history,"  said 
Stathis,  citing  the  problems  taking 
place  on  India's  borders  and  the 
Soviet  presence  in  Afghanistan. 

Ganahi  used  martial  law  to  turn  In¬ 
dia  into  a  third-world  power  and  a 
nuclear  power.  Under  her  influence  it 
was  the  sixth  country  to  put  a  satellite 
into  orbit.  However,  there  are  prob¬ 
lems  some  people  feel  she  did  not  deal 
with  and  are  still  important  issues, 
Stathis  said. 

One  problem,  thought  to  be  the 
reason  for  Gandhi's  assassination, 
comprises  the  conflicts  between  reli¬ 
gious  groups,  particularly  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  Sikhs  and  Hindus. 

The  Sikhs  are  a  strong  minority  in 
India  whq  have  been  semi¬ 
independent  since  the  1500s,  Stathis 
said.  In  1982,  a  portion  of  extremists 
turned  to  terrorism  to  promote  their 
desire  for  an  independent  state. 

In  April,  Gandhi  ordered  what  she 
called  an  "unfortunate  but  necessary" 
attack  on  the  Sikhs'  Golden  Temple  in 
Aristsar  where  the  terrorists  were 
congregated.  The  attack,  which 
caused  the  deaths  of  1,000  Sikhs  and- 
200  soldiers,  has  since  been  consi¬ 
dered  the  incident  that  triggered  her 
assassination,  Stathis  said. 

Stathis  said  the  attack  may  have 
been  ill-advised;  however,  opposing 
opinions  are  held  by  some  Indian  stu¬ 
dents. 

“She  did  what  needed  to  be  done," 
said  Ruth  Pidaka  Randall,  a  junior 
from  Hyderabad,  India,  majoring  in 
elementary  education. 

“She  had  a  reason  for  attacking  the 

temple,"  said  Ketan  Kothari.  a  junior 
from  Bombay,  India,  majoring  in 


electrical  engineering.  "There  were 
extremists  in  the  temple  who  were 
terrorizing  the  state." 

There  are  a  number  of  religious 
breakdowns  in  India.  Stathis  said. 
Although  it  is  technically  illegal  there 
are  still  breakdowns  according  to 
caste  in  the  Hindu  religion. 

Thev  all  want  more  representation, 
he  said.  There  is  a  genuine  feeling  on 
the  parts  of  the  groups  that  they  have 
legitimate  claims.  It  is  an  unavoidable 
situation  in  a  country  where  religion 
is  important  but  where  one  group 
overshadows  the  others. 

“There  are  obviously  some  discri¬ 
minations."  Stathis  Said.  "But  that 
doesn't  take  away  from  the  fact  that 
they've  utilized  terrorism.  It's  going 
both  ways." 

Another  problem  existing  in  India 

is  the  poverty  level.  While  people 
have  criticized  Gandhi's  handling  of 
the  problem,  it  has  met  with  approval 
from  some  Indians. 

“She  decided  Indians  needed  the 
basic  necessities  before  a  per  capita 
increase."  said  Kothari.  “Sne  said  no 
Indian  was  to  starve,  and  now  they 
have  all  been  fed." 

Kothari  continued,  "I  think  she  was 
the  best  leader  we  had.  She  didn't 
discriminate  against  minority  groups. 
You  can't  get  any  better  than  that — a 
leader  who  doesn't  mix  politics  with 
religion." 

Randall  also  said  Gandhi  was  a  bet¬ 
ter  leader  than  others  India  has  had. 
However,  Stathis  questioned  her

;  "‘Her  resort  to  martial  law  may 

have  backfired  and  damaged  the 

democratic  fabric  of  India,”  ne  said. 
"She  dealt  with  people  with  differ¬ 
ences  by  dividing  them  and  playing 
them  one  against  the  other." 

He  also  said  he  did  not  feel  her 
death  would  be  too  traumatic.  It  is 
more  important  to  watch  how  her  son 
Rajiv,  named  as  her  successor  after 
only  four  years  in  politic^,  deals  with 

the  issues  facing  him. 

“The  future  of  India  hangs  on  his 
decisions,"  Stathis  said.
